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Cover: Lack of access to medical
care among the poor has been ad-
dressed by two major public pro-
grams—Medicald and community
health centers. To examine the im-
pact of these programs, a before-
and-after study design was applied
to five urban areas. The results are
reported on pages 520-534. Among
low-income residents, there was a
shift tfrom hospital clinics to com-
munity facilities for ambulatory care,
Medicald coverage increased, and
travel time to a source of care was
shortened.



Results of Survey
by Department of Labor
of Workers’ Face Injuries

B Virtually all workers participating in
a 1979 survey of face injuries had no
face protection at the time of their
accidents. The Department of Labor,
Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS),
study was designed to help the Occu-
pational Safety and Health Adminis-
tration evaluate the effectiveness of
current job safety and health stand-
ards and set new standards.

The survey was based on workers’
compensation data for a 5-month
period in 1979, which BLS obtained
from 20 States. The commonest in-
juries were lacerations, fractures,
broken teeth, and contusions. Most
workers were injured while performing
their usual jobs. Variables considered
included age, sex, occupation, part of
the face injured, and type and cause
of the injury.

RESPONSE TO “NONPHYSICIAN DIRECTORS OF LOCAL

HEALTH DEPARTMENTS”

To the Editor—The article “Nonphysi-
cian Directors of Local Health Depart-
ments: Results of a National Survey” by
Cameron and Kobylarz, in the July—
August 1980 issue, pp. 386—397, is mis-
leading in its conclusions, at least with
respect to Oregon. The problem is one
of semantics. In Oregon, health officer
is a specific term, which legally is de-
fined as a physician. Health administra-
tors do not have to be pp'ypicians. The
vast majority of local health depart-
ments in Oregon are administered by
full-time non-physicians, some of whom
have very little public health training.
Very few local health departments in
Oregon have full-time health officers,
and in those that do, the health officer
is not necessarily the administrator of
the health department.

The average local health officer in
Oregon is a physician who merely func-
tions part time in a few public health
department clinics and serves as a back-
up consultant to the person who admin-
isters the health department. It is hard
to imagine a situation which uses less
physician time and in-put into public
health than that of Oregon. The very
real danger to public health is the elimi-
nation of physicians from the local
health department scene altogether. The
same applies to physicians in school
health, where the trend has heen similar.
